An organization to teach lay men how to 
save lives by restarting hearts that fail has 
been started in Cleveland, Ohio. Dr, Paul 
Dudley White, the Boston heart specialist 
and many mem bers of the Surgical and 
Thoracic Association 
have approved the 
plan. 
Dr. White also suggested that first 
aid stations be established with medical 
personnel immediately available 
Most persons panic when a loved one suf­ 
fers a heart attack. 
The victim m ay die 
before a doctor arrives. The Resuscitators 
of America, Inc., was formed to teach vol­ 
unteers first aid techniq ues of closed chest 
message 
This could mean saving the life 
of a relative or a close friend if y ou knew 
how to restart the heart. Studies show that 
many persons who died of heart failure 
could have been saved if someone had been 
on hand who knew how to give first aid 
massage. 
The human ticker is a tricky organ. Cer­ 
tainly closed chest m assage should not be 
attempted by am ateur lay men, but if local 
branches ot the Resuscitators of .America, 
Inc., could be formed and reputable cardio­ 
vascular phy sicians chosen to teach inter­ 
ested lavmen in first aid heart m assage 
many lives might be saved

— Candidate Goldwater 
paid a q uiet call on Francis -'ardiñ al Spell­ 
man in New York last week but came away 
without the Cardinal's 
political 
blessing. 
Their priva-e conversation has been report­ 
ed to this column by a witness. 
(toldwater m ade some ugly cracks about 
President Johnson, also agreed with the 
Catholic 
contention 
that 
church 
schools 
should get the sam e federal aid as public 
schools. 
The conservative t athoiic Cardinal listen­ 
ed sy mpathetically , a bland smile on his 
face. But he gently declined to pose for 
a campaign picture with Goldwater. 
The audience was arranged by Lou Nich­ 
ols. the former FBI spokesman who now 
speaks for Schenley ’s whiskies. 
Goldwater was deferential 
toward the 
high cleric but hardly Christian-like in his 
rem arks that Johnson had deliberately pro­ 
voked the Naval encounter in the Tonkin 
Gulf to draw public attention away from 
the civil rights trouble. 
Goldwater called the incident “ A sfagerl 
affair,” whose real purpose was “ to get th§ 
minds of the people off civil rights ” 
He also claimed that Johnson had been 
“ blackm ailed” by the Kenney family into 
taking the Vice Presidency because “ they 
had so m uch on him .” Goldwater contended 
that Johnson would have prefen-ed to re­ 
main Senate leader. 
Goldwater also ex pressed doubt that tne 
President's statem ent eliminating his cabi- 


net from consideration for the Vice Presi­ 
dential nomination would deter Attorney 
General Robert Kennedy . Goldwater said 
he believed Kennedy is still a candidate 
and will make a bid at the Democratic 
convention to get the nomination 
.As for Catholic schools, Goldwater said 
he was against federal aid to education. 
But if Congress voted aid for schools, he 
declared, it should include parochial schools 
This happens to be the po.sition of Cardinal 
Spellman, who nodded and smiled hut said 
very little. 
Note — in 19 52 and 19 56 Cardinal Spell­ 
man gave his indirect political blessing 
to Gen. Eisenhower. In 19 60 he appeared 
to lean toward Nix on. 
Psy chiatrists and Goldwater 
Dr. Walter Barton, medical director of 
American 
Psy chiatric Ass(x :iation. states 
that he has advised psy chiatrists not

answer the q uestionnaire 
sent 
to 
12,000 
Psy chiatrists by Fact Magazine regarding 
Barry Goldwater. However, 2.000 psy rhia- 
trists have already replied. 
One interesting fact which didn't leak f)ut 
of the convention in San Francisco was the 
reaction of psy chiatrists generally to Gold­ 
water. 
Though 30 per cent of the general prac­ 
titioners, surgeons, and radiologists were 
for Goldwater, only 6 9 per cent of the psy ­ 
chiatrists thought he would be a good Pres­ 
ident. On the other hand, the psy chiatrists 
were overwhelmingly supporters of Presi­ 
dent Johnson.

Repa ir To Hernia Is 
Usua lly Sa fe Pro cedure

Q — Are injection treatment.s 
for hernia of the

A — The injection of an irri­ 
tant chemical into hernias was 
tried about 25 y ears ago 
and 
abandoned by all top flight sur­ 
geons as an unsafe procedure. 
In order to repair what is es­ 
sentially a defect in y our ab­ 
dominal wall, the surgeon must 
be able to see what he is doing. 
The 
injection 
treatm ent, 
still 
practiced by very few surgeons, 
is truly a shot in the dark. With 
the modern choice of effective 
anesthetics, increased surgical 
know-how and precautions for 
avoiding infection, hernial 
re­ 
pair ran 
now 
he 
.safely per­ 
formed on persons who used to 
be 
considered 
poor risks be­ 
cause of their age or other ad­ 
verse factors. 
Q — What causes a ruptured 
diaphragm** Will a r operation 
correct this condition** 
A — A diaphragmatic or hia­ 
tus hernia is a 
protrusion 
of 
part of the stomach through a 
weakened 
diaphragm. 
Many 
persons have a mild form of 
hiatus hernia that causes them 
little or no di,« ;comfort. In others, 
persistent pain makes it neces­ 
sary to seek relief. The opera­ 
tion to repair this ty pe of hernia 
has been greatly improved in 


recent y ears. Another form of 
treatment, the gastric freezing 
that 
has been used to treat 
peptic ulcers, has been used to 
correct these hernias with ex cel­ 
lent results. But this treatm ent 
is still considered ex perimental.

.A — Daily ex posure to the 
sun or a lamp that emits ultra­ 
violet light can be beneficial if 
the ex p« ^siire is not too great 
Eight or 10 minutes a day 
is 
enough to satisfy y our body 's 
needs. Ex posures of an hour or 
more ran be tolerated only hy 
persons who have developed a 
deep tan. The ey es should be 
shielded at all times because 
this ty pe of light will irritate

retina

over-ex posure 
can cause blindness
